Rabbits forced out of a hedgerow by 
dof s go at their best pace, and any one 
wlfo can kill them well may call himself 
a woodshot, whatever his practice at other 
kinds of game may 'be. The chance 
are, however, that a good rabbit-shot is 
good all-round shot, though the converse 
by no means holds good, for many men 
can kill pheasants and partridges very 
well who miss five rabbits out of six.—

or other mixtures, and reduced into a 
commodity more readily handled; for 
although dynamite is understood to be 
extremely dangerous to handle, it is 
rammed into the cartridges with a slick, 
with as little apparent fear of the result 
as would be the case were the substance 
so much dirt. 


The cartridges are made to hold from 


a pound to two pounds each, and are care- 
fully packed each day and taken to an 
isolated magazine owned by the com- 
pany. The managerremarked: "I have 
to pay my men large salaries, although 
the work is comparatively light, aa a 
very slight accident would put them out 
of the way of diawing their salaries. 1 
have worked at the business for the past 
seven years and own a mill in Algoma" 
as well as this one here, but in this busi- 
ness life is the result of vigilance."—

Au Angry- Tree. 


A gentleman of this place has a tree 


which'is-a species of ascacia. It was 
grown from seed brought from Australia. 
The tree is now a sapling some eight 
feet in height, and it is in full foliage and 
growing rapidly. It is leguminous, and 
very distinctly shows the characteristics 
of the mimosa, a sensitive plant. Regu- 
larly eveiy evening, about the time the 
"chickens go to roost," the tree goes to 
roost. The leaves fold together, and the

.Arriving at his residence about the time 
the tree had been transplanted, the 
gentleman [found the house in grand 
commotion. ; On asking what was up he 
was told that they had transplanted the 
tree according to orders, .and that the 
operation liad made it very mad. Hardly 
Lad it been placed .in. its new quarters 
before the loaves beWn to stand up in 
.all directions, like the hair, on the tail 
•of an angry'cat,'and.'soon the whole 
'plant was.in.'a quiver. Tills could have 
•been endured, but, at the same time it 
o-ave out an odor most pungent'. a,nd 
^sickening—just such a srnull as is g'iven; 
off by rattlesnakes anil many other kinds 
of snakes in summer when teased. This 
odor so filled the house aud was so sick- 
ening that it was .found necessary to 
opetTthe doors and windows. It was 
fully an hour before: the plant calmed 
down and folded its leaves, in peace. It

The work 
of putting the ventilator jn position was 
commenced to-day, find will no doubt be 
completed by the time this itam meets 
the eye of the reader, The idea of venlil- 
ating,notonly tho west side engine house, 
but also the one on the east side, by some 
such means, .has been brought before 
the common council at each annual meet- 
ing since tho houses were constructed;

chine company's building, and witness 
tho process of the manufacture of barb 
wire, and at the same time find an item 
or two oC interest tojthe many farmers who 
are readers of the Gazette. On entering 
the '.factory or shop, we met Mr. James 
Harris, 
ouo 
of 
the 
company, 


wlu by the way, is one of the best prac- 
ical mechanics and machinists to be found 
iu the country, and who has had a life 
long experience iu tbe manufacture of 
iron, and is already too well known by our 
readers to need a farther introduction 
from us. Mr. Harna immediately set to 
work explaining the manufacture of tho 
barb fence wire, and when wo were ready 
to bid him good evening, and depart, felt 
like asking him to call on us when he 
was short of practical workmen, feeling 
perfectly ^confident- that what we bad 
learned' "from 
his 
practical 
ex- 


planutiou, fully qualifier us fora position 
as an expert workman in his shop. In 
our sbort ramble through the factory and 
iu conversation with Mr. Harris, we glean- 
ed the following facts: The Janesville 
Barb Wire company, Messrs. James Har- 
ris and D. P. Smith, proprietors, bought 
out the business of Messrs. Fish & Con- 
nell, of Joliet,last Oct., and conducted tbe 
business during the month of November 
in Joliet, while this new factory was be- 
iDg built m this city. Tho new factory 
was completed and tho manufacture of 
barb wire commencednn Janesville, for 
the first time, about the first of January. 
The capacity of the factory is about throe 
tons per day if required, m the busy sea- 
sou, 
but ordinarily -they manufacture 


about two tons per day. The barb wire 
manufactured by the Janeaville barb 
wire company is not a new and untried 
article, but it-has been made and sold 
tor the past two years, giving the very 
best of satisfaction. The company is li- 
censed by the Washburn & Moea..manu- 
facturing company, and 
I. L. Ell wood, 


who ownallthe patonts on barb wire 
and the machinery for its manufacture; 
therefore parties buying, sailing or using 
the Janesville wire will not be molested 
with patent litigation, nor troubled 
for damages. The Janesvillo company 
will manufacture about five hundred tons 
in 1883, part galvanized and part painted. 


The process ot tho manufacture of barb 


fence wire is very interesting to witness, 
and a person in the least interested in 
tbe movement ot machinery, can profit 
by an inspection of the complicated ma- 
chinery used and the rapidity with which 


. the completed barb wiro is made. The 


] best of steel wire now made is received 
by the car load from tho manufactories, 
iu coils of about oue hundred pounds 
each. These coils are placed on an up- 
right reel and the wire ia wound from it 
upon iron spools by a machine called the 
•'spooler." These iron spools, when filled 
with wire, are placed on spindles in the 
barbing machines, and are unwound as 
the wire passes through the machine; 
each barbing machine is capable of mak- 
ing about one thousand pounds of barb 
wiro per day. The machine for the man- 
ufacture ot tho barb wire is a very com- 
plicated one-, and it is nor, an easy task to 
give au intelligent description of its sev- 
eral intricate parts in. a newspaper arti- 
cle, therefor wo will not attempt it. The 
company have six of these machines an 
operation. Two strands of wiro are run 
through the machine, and when passing 
through, these strands are-twisted, into, a

strands of wire,) are attached, and.when 
tho barbs aro so attached tbe machine 
work oC its manufacture is completed. 
The wire passes direct from the machine, 
and is wound automatically on wooden 
spools, and, if galvanized, is then ready 
for shipment; but the plain wire is paint- 
ed by tho dipping process, with the best 
and most durable paint, made for this 
especial purpose. 
The Janesville com- 


pany rnake two sizes of these wooden 
spools; the large size containing about 
one hundred pounds ot barb wire, and 
the smaller sizes from fifty to aerenty- 
five pounds each, thus enabling dealers 
to make up proper amounts without 
breaking into the large spools when less 


. than one hundred pounds is needed to 
till au order. The manufacturer's brand 
is stamped upon each spool, also the dates 
of the several patents are put on each 
spool when shipped. Farmers and oth- 
ers using barb wire can always tell the 
Janesville wire by reading the company's 
brand on the end of each spool.

secured to both main strands and cannot 
slip off as would be the case it fast- 
ened to but one strand should it become 
broken. Tho barbs being made of wire 
have.no catting edges, as is the case with 
flat metal .barbs, but have a sharp pointt 
so as to prick, which warns stock to keep 
'away from it. The main strands have a 
long twist between the barbs, which takes 
less wire, so that the cost is less, at the 
same time 'it .has twice tha number of 
barb points than it barbs were made, with 
two points only.

cate constitution, and whose strength is 
impaired by old age, nursing or by hard 
lobor. Such as are seriously sick, are 
also exempt fron abstinence. Tlioso who 
entertain any reasonable doubt about their 
obligation to fast or to abstain, ought to 
have recourse to their respective I'astprs 
for advice or dispensation.
